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Miller and Farley Working the 
Chinese Bill Through. 
Judgment for $100,000—A Mayor Steals $114,- 


000 — Another Texas Train Rob- 
bery—Chilean Matters.

-Wasutneton, April 22.—Senators 
Miller and Farley each took occasion 
to remind the Senate to-day that they 
intend to press the Chinese bill for 
consideration just as soon as the Mis- 
sissippi river bill is disposed of. 
Miller intimated that he would urge 
the Senate to take up and press the 
bill next Tuesday, whether the pend- 
ing business be then finished or not. 
Farley said he was assured by the 
friends of the Mississippi improvement 
bill, that it would be pressed to a final 
vote Monday. As the great importance 
of the Chinese bill was apparent to 
every Senator, he earnestly hoped that 
there would be no opposition to taking 
it up for action on the day following. 
He also expressed his opinion that it 
will not occupy more than one day. 
The presiding officer, Judge Davis, re- 
marked that notices of this kind have 
no binding effect, and that the Senate 
will have to determine the order of 
business after disposing of the Fund- 
ing bill. This, of course, is true, and 
was understood before he announced 
it, but the reiterated notices of the 
California Senators have nevertheless 
practically served the pre-emption pur- 
pose for which they were intended, 
and there was nv doubt that the Chi- 
nese bill will be brought before the 
Senate for action Tuesday, or Wednes- 
day at the latest. 


REPUBLICAN CAUCUS DISCUSSING THE 
BILL. ° 


The Republican caucus was called 
to name Senators to fill the places in 
committees vacated by Teller's resig- 
nation, but after this duty had been 
devolved upon acaucus of the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements, Edmunds 


suggesting that it would be party 
policy to give the united Republican 
support to the amendments reported 
from the Foreign Relations Committee, 
which provide for striking out the 14th 
and 15th sections of the House bill. 
These are the sections that expressly 
23 Chinese naturalization, and 

efine the term Chinese laborers” to 
mean both skilled and _ unskilled 
laborers. It is evident that many Scn- 
ators are in favor of adopting Ed- 
munds’ counsel. Miller and Jones 
promptly replied that they could not 
consent to have those sections stricken 
out. They also emphatically re- 
marked that they would refuse to be 
bound by any caucus action on the 
Chinese question. Two Democrats, 
namely Brown and Hill, of Georgia, 
are thoroughly opposed to the Chinese 
bill, and if Miller and Jones should be 
deserted by all their Republican col- 
leagues when a vote is taken on these 
amendments, the result in the Senate 
would be determined by Davis, of Illi- 
nois, who would almost certainly vote 
to strike out the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth sections. The arrival of this 
contingency is not probable, however. 


In the suit of Hallett Kilbourne 
against ex-Sergeant at arms Thompson, 
yesterday, the jury returned a verdict 
of one hundred thousand dollars in fa- 
vor of Kilbourne. General surprise is 
expressed at the verdict. The prevail- 
ing opinion is that it is excessive and 
ought to be set aside.

Another Train Robbed. 

Dallas, Texas, April 22.—The Texas 
train robbers came out of their ren- 
dezvous inthe canyon and mountain 
fastne ses of Upper Brazos County last 
night, and when the train from San 
Francisco, on the Texas Pacific road, 
pulled up at Ranger Station, they 
took possession. There were five 
robbers, all armed to the teeth. The 
leader entered the express car, com 
manding the messenger to throw u 
his — 1 The colored porter made 
a dash for the passenger coach and 


roused three Texas Rangers who 
had been traveling on the 
train for several weeks as 
guards. When they reached the 


outside the robbers opened fire on 
them, keeping captive the train men as 
breastworks. The rangers returned 
the fire but without effect. After the 
leaders had robbed the express car, the 
gang retired in single file, making the 
train men follow between them and the 
rangers, until they were out of danger. 
It was nearly an hour before the train 
men got back to the cars. The robbers 
did not molest the United States mails 
or the passengers. The messenger 
states that the robbers secured less than 
$500. It is generally believed, however, 
that a very large haul was made. The 
railroad officials profess to know who 
the robbers are, and predict their cap- 
ture.

THE INDIAN WAR. 


Another “Indian war” is undoubt- 
edly presenting its hideous front in 
our sister Territories of Arizona and 
New Mexico, and of course it is the 
red-handed Apaches again. The tele- 
grams announced on Wednesday last 
that a large number of the San Carlos, 
New Mexico, reservation Indians had 
left the reservation, decked themselves 
out in war paint, and to signalize the 
fact had at once proceeded with their 
bloody work and murdered several set- 
tlers and prospectors. The terrible 
truth was flashed over the Territory at 
once, and every one within reach of 
the telegraph were advised that the 
bloody scenes of this periodical Indian 
outbreak was to be re-enacted with all 
its attendant horrors. The Indians 
are part of the same band who went 
into the fight last fall, led by Loco, 
one of Victorio’s old confidential 
chiefs, a crafty, shrewd, untamed 
savage, a true representative of the 
mest blood-thirsty kind. They were 
not whipped at all in the late diffi- 
culty, and in addition to an innate 
fondness for white blood and scalps, 
have now to avenge the hang- 
ing of their friends recently; 
and thoroughly have they done 
their work. On Thursday last these 
red devils, we are informed, overrun a 
large section of country on the bound- 
ary of Arizona and New Mexico, be- 
tween Stein's Pass and Lordsburg, 
north of the railroad, and it is estima- 
ted butchered fifteen or sixteen per- 
sons. Signal fires were lighted on 
every high peak in the mountains that 
were seen for miles. To say that this 
outbreak was unlooked for will cause 
no surprise; the Indian department is 
always unprepared. Troops started 
out from Camp Thomas very prompt- 
ly, went as far ‘as Eagle Creek and 
there found several bodies of mur- 
dered persons, still warm, buried them 
and then valiantly returned to their 
post. But the country is paralyzed. 
Not a human being is safe and all are 
endeavoring to reach places of safety; 
even the peaceful Papagoes scattered 
along the railroad are crowding home, 
fearful of impending danger. Up to 
Friday not an attempt had been made 
to molest anything along the 
railroad, but for prudential rea- 
sons all persons not necessary 
to the operation of the road were 
withdrawing to places of safety. A 
doubly cursed country co. boys and 
Apaches. All the disaffected Iudians 
are leaving the reservation and joining 
the hostiles. Already more blood has 
been shed than during the whole of 
the late raids. It was reported on 
Friday that an Indian had been killed 
by the military; but the story was not 
confirmed and the people are skeptical ; 
it is preposterous. The wretched im- 
becility of the Indian mode of govern- 


ment, coupled with military incapacity 
is doing its perfect work. When it 
pleases these blood-loving, well fed, 
well armed pets of the Government to 
cross the line into Sonora and join 
their red brothers gone before, they 
will do it without interference from 
the skeleton of an army, and their path 
will be easily known by the fresh 
blood of slaughtered white 1 
Our dispatches - this morning 
further details of this last Indi — 
emeute, another ghastly. comment on a 
petrified Indian service.

OUR ABORIGINES, AGAIN. 


In a previous issue we gave a chap- 
ter of the early history of the natives 
living hereabouts when the San Gabriel 
Mission was founded, in the year of 
Our Lord 1771. We then gave the 
story of the priest who lassoed his con- 
vert and then whipped the spirit of 
obedience and Christianity into him. 
We will continue fhe historian’s narra- 
tive of events illustrative of the 
methods of gospel salvation practiced 
hereabouts one hundred and eleven 
years ago: “On one occasion an ex- 
pedition went so far as the present 
Rancho del Chino, where they tied and 
whipped every man, woman and child 


in the lodge, and drove back part with 


them. On the way home they did 
likewise to the lodge at San Jose. 
Upon arrival, fat San Gabriel] the men 
were directed to throw their bows and 
arrows at the feet of the priest in token 
of submission. The infants were then 
baptised, as also were all the. children 
under eight years ot age. The first 
were (per force) left with their mothers, 
but the latter were kept apart until 
maternal instinct compelled the poor 
women to submit to the indignity of 
baptism, in order to see their loved 
ones again. In time the men gave 
way also, and this cuntaminated race, 
both in their own sight and in that of 
their kindred, became followers of 
Christ, and laborers in the vineyards of 
the priests! Strange to say, these In- 
dians though famous in warfare with 
their tribes, resisted not their oppres- 
sors. Filled with astonishment and 
fear they sought only to hide from 
them.” Again, speaking of subse- 
quent events, the historian continues: 
“The missionaries strove earnestly to 
save the souls committed to their 
charge, at the same time not forgetting 
to tax the bodies of their converts in 
improving their Missions, and adding 
to the temporal wealth of the same. 
The untutored savage, free as the deer 
upon his native hills, knowing no God 
save nature, had suddenly become a 
slave, shrinking beneath the heavy 
hand of his task-master; laboring, yet 
receiving naught; repeating strange 
words whose import he knew not, and 


graven images whose only merit lay 
in their extravagance of coloring and 
hideousness of detail.” And this was 
done to an innocent people who be- 
lieved in a God in Heaven, and who 
never profaned his holy name, and 
taught their children courtesy to each 
each other, and-a strict morality. A 
people among whom it is said: ‘There 
was little crime. Robbery was un- 
known.

For the statements in this paper, as 
also for those in a previous number, 
we are indebted to the history of Los 
Angeles county, published by Messrs. 
Thompson & West. They quote from 
a series of letters published many 
years since by Hugo Reid., long de- 
ceased, which letters were printed in 
the Los Angeles Star. We also find 
the charges against the Mission Fathers 
given in the first of a series of papers 
on the Missions of California, in the 
May number of The Californian Mag- 
azine, but which we had not seen until 
after the preparation of our article. 
We are of the opinion The Californian 
had access to the same sources of in- 
formation ag ourself, so similar are 
some of its statements. We note in 
the magazine article a charge that the 
Indians working on the San 
Luis Obispo Mission were robbed 
of their provisions by the priests and 
soldiery, and how they subsisted them- 
selves thereafter was a source of won- 
der to those who despoiled them. 

The reflection upon the characters 
of the Mission Fathers was painful to 
us to read, for, although not of their 
faith, we had from an acquaintance 
with the ruins of the work they per- 
formed learned to admire the devotion 
to their principles they must have ex- 
hibited, and had formed from an in-

But at the F 
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spection of their buildings and ditches 
an exalted opinion of their engineer- 
ing, architectural and mechanical abil- 
ity. They turned the sparse streams 
from their courses, and with miles of 
ditches, aqueducts and pipes, led the 
water to vineyards and groves that 
speak to-day for their industry and 
ability. They were geologists, and 
found deposits of limestone, burnt it 
and tempered a mortar that after a 
century and over is as durable as the 
rocks it binds together. They erected 
tanneries and dressed the skins of their 
slaughtered animals. They trained 
oxen to the cart, and hauled timbers 
from far distant mountains for their 
churches. Their edifices speak for 
their architectural acquirements, and 
the immense labor they performed is a 
monument of their own industry as 
well as of that of the natives they en- 
listed in the work. 

From Colonel Warner, to whom we 
always go for proof of old-time events, 
we get a denial most emphatic of the 
charges made by Mr. Reid against the 
Holy Fathers. True, Mr. W. did not 
come here until sixty years after the 
events Mr. Reid pretends to chronicle 
took place, but he must have known 
many who knew those who did live in 
the days of the founding of the Mis- 
sions, and so should be good authority 
even for Mission history. And, per 
contra, we learn from Colonel Warner 
that Mr. Reid was here contemporary 
with himself, was a man of education, 
but addicted to habits that lead down 
hill. He had a native wife who 
had in early life been employed 
about the Mission, and had 
a living witness of having once 
loved unwisely if not well. Reed and 
his wife lived and cultivated a garden 
near the family residence of the late B. 
D. Wilson, San Gabriel. Reed's wife 
must have known much of the truth of 
the history of the early Mission days, 
either directly or indirectly, and it is 
fair to suppose she imparted her infor- 
mation to her husband, who in turn 
committed it to paper, and gave it to 
the world. Admitting this as good 
logic, Reed’s testimony must pass as 
credible. 

But a discussion of the credibility of 
the witnesses can do little good, and

Reid had not the truth of the story. The 
Indian has gone, the priest. has gone; 
and if it shall chance that in “the land 
of the hereafter,” the reader, and the 
oppressed and the oppressor, and he 
who wrote of them, shall drift together 
somewhere on the great ocean of eter- 
nity, all of this matter which now puz- 
zles us may be made plain.

An Elegant Establishment with the 
“Ghastly” Left Out. 


Mr. Albert Brown, late of Denver, 
Colorado, has opened his undertaking 
establishment at No. 34 Main street, 
adjoining Baker block.

SUICIDE AT COMPTON. 


The S. P. R. R. Agent Takes his Own 
Lilfe—A Deliberate Case. 


The many friends and acquaintances 
of Mr. J. L. Barbey, station agent at 
Compton, were horrified at the intelli- 
gence which was circulated on the 
streets yesterday afternoon that he had 
committed suicide. It seems that after 


he had finished dinner, about 12:30 
o'clock, he went to his bedroom placed 
a pillow on the floor, laid down with his 
head on the pillow, then coolly and de- 
liberately placed a revolver at his right 
temple and literally blew his brains out, 
dying instantly.

He 
was insured for $5,000 in the Equitable 
Assurame Company of New York, 
$3,000 in the New York Telegraph As- 
sociation, and $2,000 inthe A. O. U. W. 
It is expected the funeral will take 
place at Compton this afternoon, under 
the auspices of the A. U. W., of 
which order he was a member.

A Fine Portion t 1% Angeles 
County—Postofiice Wanted. 
Driving along between Zan Gabriel 
and the mountains, near the foot-hills, 
one passes a large tract of rich, well 
watered and beautifully situated coun- 
try before reaching the mouth of the 


San Gabriel Canyon, which is the 
eastern end of the Duarte settlement. 

Live oak groves cover mile after mile 
of the rising giound, sloping down to 
the valley. In places among the groves 
the ground is covered with underbrush 
and cactus, and then again are open, 
meadow-like lands, dotted with the 
beautiful live oak trees. Then again 
comes an opening among the trees, 
through which may be seen the broad 


expanse of valley, dotted here and there 
with houses, barns and grain fields, and 
reaching to the low range of mountains 
beyond, forming a landscape of inde- 
scribable beauty. 

The Duarte settlement is scattered 
for four or five miles along the foot of 


the mountains, reaching, in places, well | 


down to the level lands of the valley. 
The soil and climate here are well 
adapted to the growth of the orange and 
kindred fruits, and being remarkably 
tree from the visitations of frost, this 
is one of the places where they have po- 
tatoes and other vegetables on the table 
in the spring, while the seed is scarcely 
in the ground in other localities. 

They have a neat, comfortable little 
school house, about in the center of the 
settlement, with seats for forty-eight 
children and an average attendance of 
about forty, presided over by Mr. T. K. 
McDowell, who owns a tract of land 
about half a mile from the school house 
and employs himself out of school hours 
beautifying his home and raising vege- 
tables forfamily use. The number of 
children of school age in the settlement 
is seventy-six, with a prospective rapid 
increase, showing that the school ac- 
commodations are really not half wnat 
* ought to be. | 

he people of the Duarte want a post 
office, and they ought to have it, with a 
mail at least three times a week. The 
arrier who takes the mail to the Azusa 
and Citrus offices, could take in the Du- 
arte, by a little addition to his route, 
and the settlers would bé rejoiced to find 
their létters and papers at Mr. A. B. 
Bronson's store instead of having to go 
eight or ten miles to get them at San 
Gabriel or El Monte. The man who had 
a contract to carry the mail to these three 
offices three times a week, would soon 
fiud it profitable to ran a coach for the 
accommodation of passengers. 
The Azusa and Duarte settsements 
have been neglected by Uncle Sam, so 
far as mail service is concerned, but 
their rapid increase in population and 
growing importance, demand better 
things and we hope to see justice done 
them in the near future.
